The Didsbury Elks, along with the Didsbury RCMP, 
held their second child fingerprinting and portrait 
event last Thursday, June 20. 

The event, which is provided as a free service to 
residents, gives pertinent information in cast* a child 
should go missing, explained Margo Ward, publicity 
director for the club. 

She noted though this is the second time the Elks 
have held an event like this, it will likely not l)e the 
last. 

The lodge purchases fingerprint and photo kits from 
the Victims of Violence Canadian Centre for Missing 
Children, and Ward added that the kits are given to 
parents for safekeeping, and that none of the informa¬ 
tion goes into any sort of database. 

Though the Elks have provided the same kits in the 
past, the club members thought about doing it them¬ 
selves this year, first as a way to measure how many 
people actually complete the kits, but also when the 
RCMP are printing children, they can scrutinize the 
prints and ensure that they an* usable, she said 

“So it's wonderful for them to come out, l>ecause 


we’ve had some very young ones come out this time 
and they’re very hard to do," said Ward. 

“We have the opportunity to get the kits every year, 
so we just decided this year we are going to try ;uul 
cover the town to get as many children as possible 
done, so we’re supplying the kits and photos at no

cost to the public,” she added. 

Elks members and RCMP accepted any children 
under the age of six, and there were even some par¬ 
ents who brought inftuits to the event. 

“The registered kit includes fingerprints and pic¬ 
tures and information about the child, so if they are 
taken or lost, parents have all the information the 
RCMP require,” she said. 

The Elks are thinking of hosting another event in 
September when the word has gotten out, and the 


time lapse will also allow for families who move in 
over the summer to be made aware of the program, 
she said. “We will have new kids moving into town, 
and we do newborn to ago six, so you know there’ll 
he new babies and children who the parents felt the 
infant was too small now, or ones who are starting 
into kindergarten and playschool,” she said, noting 
that they have advertised to the kindergarten and 
playschools in town to get the word out. 

She thinks the progrant is useful and has had her 
kids done in the past. “Didsbury is a very safe com¬ 
munity, stt it’s not st) much what happens here. But 
if they go camping or travel, all sorts of things could 
happen that we don’t want to happen.

When children are in strange surroundings, they 
tend to trust any adult who stints to look like a good 
person, and especially when they are younger, she 
said that children don’t always know not to talk to 
strangers. 

The RCMP recommend getting kids done again 
when they get older, but Ward noted that fingerprints 
themselves don’t often change, other than getting big¬ 
ger as the children grow, which means the kits are 
good until the photos become outdated.

Albertans will 
come together 

As Calgary and largo tracts of southern Alberta 
start the recovery and cleanup from the largest and 
most expensive natural disaster ever seen in this 
province, residents in West Central Alberta can be 
ever so thankful that their communities have been 
spared the carnage. 

Anyone viewing the pho¬ 
tos and video of the damage 
and ruin caused in Calgary, 
Canmore, High River and 
elsewhere cannot but help 
feel great sympathy for the 
people who have lost their 
homes, property and busi¬ 
nesses - and in a few tragic 
cases, their very lives. 

“The magnitude is just 
extraordinary. It is stunning,” 
said Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper. 

“I never imagined we could 
have a flood of this magnitude in this country. Until 
you really see it in person you don’t get a sense (that) 
this is an incredible event.” 

Although flooding of the Red Deer forced the 
evacuation of hundreds of residents in Sundre and 
elsewhere in Mountain View and Red Deer counties, 
the emergency in this region was certainly minor 
compared to things further south. 

As with the floods that hit Alberta hard in 2005, 
this great flood of 2013 will have many lessons to 
offer - not the least of which is the absolute proof 
that preparation for disasters is key to meeting emer¬ 
gency challenges. 

For example, taking the lessons learned in 2005, 
firefighters, EMS personnel, municipal officials in 
Sundre, Mountain View and Red Deer counties were 
very quick to set up emergency response centres 
once the danger became imminent. 

Hours before the river peaked in Sundre, for 
example, the Town of Sundre’s emergency opera¬ 
tions centre was up and running, bringing together 
all the various emergency responders and their 
controllers. 

And because of those quick and thorough actions, 
seniors, schoolchildren, hospital patients and other 
residents kept out of danger in what could have been 
a very dangerous situation. 

Being prepared for the emergency of 2013 required 
preparations and training that began eight years ago, 
immediately after the flood of 2005. 

IxKtking to the future, all stakeholders, and politi¬ 
cians in particular, should know that while natural 
disasters can be few and far between, that can never 
been an excuse for ‘cutting comers’ when it comes to 
long-term emergency preparedness. 

Albertans will no doubt see their way through this 
latest natural disaster as they have in the past - and 
politicians at all levels should know that Alf>ertans 
will expect them to put aside their differences and 
work for the community at large. 

As in 2005, a very large part of the thanks for bring¬ 
ing the province through this latest natural disaster 
should and must go to Alberta’s brave and tireless 
emergency responders.

Southridge residents present to council 

Delegation brings up concerns regarding basement 
flooding due to sewage line maintenance

A delegation of 
Southridge Crescent 
residents came to talk to 
town council to discuss 
some issues regarding 
life in the crescent at 
the meeting on May 28. 

The delegation led 
by Teresa Lounsbury 
brought up a number 
of concerns, including 
thoughts on the water 
main break that took 
place in February, and 
repeated problems 
with sewage backflows 
flooding basements. 

She noted that at least 
one of the flooding inci¬ 
dents can be traced 
back to public works 
staff pressurizing the 
sewage pipe to clear 
blockages in a slump in 


the line. 

Lounsbury said she 
has had so many insur¬ 
ance claims for floods 
that her provider is 
threatening to not cover 
another incident, so she 
asked town council to 
help cover her deduct¬ 
ible. 

In reply to the request, 
Mayor Brian Wittal said 
that the town could not 
do such a thing, as that 
would set a dangerous 
precedent for the town. 

Karen Henry, manager 
of planning and infra¬ 
structure for the town, 
said that public works 
staff have been peri¬ 
odically clearing out 
those pipes since the 
slump was discovered, 
and she noted that the 
water and sewage reha¬ 
bilitation work sched¬ 


uled to take place in 
Southridge this summer 
will address that issue. 

Wittal said that back- 
flow preventers may 
have prevented the 
flooding, and that the 
residents could look at 
installing them to pre¬ 
vent future problems. 

The problem is that in 
those slump areas the 
solids build up and set¬ 
tle, plugging the pipe, 
he said. 

“So in a preventative 
way, what the town did, 
once or twice a year, 
maintenance goes in to 
flush that area, blow 
that stuff out and get 
it moving down the 
pipe so that (backups) 
wouldn’t happen,” he 
added. 

“But when that’s done, 
of course there’s pres¬ 


sure put through the 
line and what happened 
is it pressured back into 
people’s homes, and if 
they didn’t have back- 
flow preventer valves, 
then that pressure 
would unfortunately 
push sewage back into 
the basements.” 

He admitted there 
have been communica¬ 
tions issues between 
town staff and resi¬ 
dents, but noted the 
town cannot be held 
responsible for the 
floods. 

If town staff had let 
residents know ahead 
of time, they may have 
been able to prepare 
beforehand, check for 
faulty backflow valves, 
and replace or install 
them if necessary, he 
said.

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Worst flooding in Alta.’s history 


Sundre was among 27 
Alberta communities in a 
local state of emergency at 
the height of what provin¬ 
cial officials an' calling the 
worst flooding in Alberta’s 
history. 

By yesterday, the number 
of confirmed states of local 
emergency across the prov¬ 
ince dropped to 23, with 
23 active local Emergency 
Operations Centres in 
southern Alberta, includ¬ 
ing municipalities, First 
Nations, and private indus¬ 
try (Fort is). Mountain View 
County and Sundn' closed 
their centn's Saturday. 

“This disaster is entin'ly 
unique in its speed, its scale 
and its scope in the number 
of people and communities 
that it impacted. Our govern¬ 
ment fully recognizes that,” 
said I Vender Alison Redford 
on Sunday. “That’s why, 
to date, we have brought 
together all provincial 
resources to respond to this 
disaster through the Alberta 
Emergency Management 
Agency. And today, we begin 
to rebuild.” 

Since Wednesday, Jime 19, 
a slow-moving intense low 
pressure system brought 80 
to 280 millimetres of pre¬ 
cipitation with localized 
amounts up to 340 millime¬ 
tres along the mountains 
and foothills from Edson 


to Waterton Park, accord¬ 
ing to Alberta Environment 
officials. 

The rain fell with very 
high intensity (approximate¬ 
ly 20 millimetres per hour) 
over an unusually large area, 
which led to flash flood-tyjH' 
response in a number of 
locations. 

Some areas received as 
much as 20 millimetres of 
rain per hour for 12 hours 
and the Red Deer River’s 
flow rate surged to as high 
as 2,000 cubic metres per 
second at one point, while 
the river’s height jumped by 
as much as 12 metres. 

At least three people were 
confirmed to have died 
from the flooding across the 
province. 

As of yesterday morning, 
portions of 12 highways 
remained closed, thm 1 fer¬ 
ric's wen- not operating, and 
three sections of highway 
were open to emergency 
vehicles only. 

Locally, portions of 
Highway 587 were closed 
over the weekend because 
of flooding concerns at 
Red Lodge and Garrington 
Bridge, but were reopened 
as of Sunday. 

While officials watched 
the water levels on the 
Highway 27 bridge over the 
Red Deer River in Sundre, 
the road was never closed. 


Water rose to just under a 
foot below the bridge' deck 
at the height of flooding. 

Tourism, Parks and 
Recreation staff have evac¬ 
uates! 675 people from 43 
campgrounds and facilities, 
including partial evacua¬ 
tion of the Delta Ixxlge in 
Kananaskis Village. 

They have participated in 
17 aerial rescue operations 
to assist 108 jxH>ple and pro¬ 
vide supplies to others. 

Tens of thousands of 
people from across the 
province were evacuated 
from flood-ravaged com¬ 
munities including Sundn', 
Dnimheller, C'anmore, and 
Calgary. 

About 10,000 people from 
Medicine Hat were evacuat¬ 
ed Saturday as most of those' 
evacuated from Sundre were 
allowed to n'tum home. 

And in one of the hard- 
e'st-hit communities - High 
River - officials were force'd 
to evacuate the evacuation 
centres due to rising flood- 
waters. 

Some areas of Red Deer, 
mainly campgrounds near 
the river, were evacuated. 

Locally, flooding occurred 
on the Red Deer River, 
Little Red Deer River, 
Fallentimber Creek, and 
James River in Mountain 
View County, Sundre, Water 
Valley and Eagle Hill areas.

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Didsbury firefighters qualify for national competition

Both new recruits and veterans of the Didsbury 
fire department (DFD) tried their best to represent 
the town, as the DFD sent two teams to a qualifying 
round of Fire Fit in Brooks the weekend of June 15 
and 16. 

Fire Fit is a competition that tests firefighters’ 
physical abilities in extreme conditions, explained 
Didsbury firefighter Craig Martin, who has been with 
the DFD for six years. 

The firefighters entered into both the individual 
team and team relay competitions, and three - name¬ 
ly Craig Martin, Matt Code, and Jesse Derksen - quali¬ 
fied to go to the national competition being held in 
Edmonton in September, he said. 

In order to qualify for nationals, the individual 
team competitors each had to run the entire course 
in a total time of under nine minutes, said Martin, 
and the team relay event had to be completed in one 
minute and 50 seconds, which they did as well. 

“In order to qualify for the nationals, in the indi¬ 
vidual, out of your three team members your course 
times together had to be under nine minutes, so we 
had times of 2:21 2:24 and 2:26,” said Martin. 

“There were a couple penalties, but overall we 
scored a time of 7:24. Last year we scored 9:02, so we 
certainly cut away our time." 

He added the first team the DFD sent was the same 
as last year, while the second team consisted of rook¬ 
ies who have recently signed on. 

“We did really well. This year we also had the 
opportunity to train in the memorial complex - the 
town really helped us out there in the winter season,” 
he said. 

He explained that the course is made up of various 
tasks, which competitors have to do with a complete 
suit and breathing apparatus on, weighing about 40 
pounds total. 

He explained that the course is made up of various 
tasks, which competitors have to do with complete 
turn out gear and breathing apparatus on, weighing 
about 60 to 70-pounds total. 

“They say that being on a breathing apparatus 
reduces you physically by about 20 per cent, just 
because your body is demanding air and you’re 
restricted to the limitations of the (Self-Contained 
Breathing Apparatus),” he noted. 

The first obstacle is to carry a 40 lb. hose pack up 
several flights of stairs six stories high - touching 
every step - then reach over the edge of the staircase 
and pull up a 50-pound weight attached to a rope, run 
back down the stairs - again touching every step or 
risking a penalty. 

Once down the stairs, competitors do a mock 
forced entry, where they pound a cylinder that is 
under pre.ssure with a sledgehammer - about 10 
times - to release the spring. 

They then sprint in a zig-zag pattern between 
obstacles, grab a charged 50-foot firehose, drag it 


out, and hit a target with water. 

Then competitors drag a 175-pound dummy for a 
distance of 100 feet. 

“And that’s the last task. A lot of guys fall over at 
this point, and that’s it," he said. 

The teams were pitted against many other depart¬ 
ments, including ones from Calgary and Edmonton, 
and there were even some teams coming from as far 
as Ontario. 

“Some of these guys take the competition so seri¬ 
ously that they have a mock-up track that they can 
train on all year long, so it’s a pretty heavy competi¬ 
tion. 

“We had a goal to qualify for the nationals, so we 
were thrilled when we hit it," he noted. 

The trials, he said, are two minutes of pain. 

“All you can think about is beating the guy beside 
you and finishing and representing your depart¬ 
ment," he said, adding that the announcers called 
the teams by their departments’ names, rather than 
individuals’ names. 

Although he doesn’t anticipate winning the nation¬ 
als competition, he is still looking forward to it, 
simply because he has the chance to represent 
small-town Didsbury in the face of full-time big-city 
departments. 

Jesse Derksen, who has been with the department 
for just under two years now, said “It’s like nothing 
you’ve ever experienced before.” 


When he was doing it, he was just focusing on get¬ 
ting through and finishing the race, he said. 

“It’s absolutely exhausting going through it. Like, 
you just have to conquer everything that’s holding 
you back and just pull through it and get it done.” 

He said he’s looking forward to training even 
harder as the nationals get closer, and is also look¬ 
ing forward to the next qualifying round in Edson, 
which the DFD will compete in again, just to keep 
them fresh. 

Matt Code, who has also been with the DFD for 
two years, said “It’s an absolutely fantastic event. It’s 
a fierce competition, but it’s a brotherhood competi¬ 
tion. 

“You want to win, but everybody’s just showing 
their full support. If you’re struggling, everyone’s 
cheering you on. It’s a different style of competition 
than most people get familiar with,” he noted. 

He got much better results than he did last year, he 
added, noting that he shaved 34 seconds off his time 
compared to last year. 

“It was really tough. You don’t really notice it until 
the very end when you do the dummy drag. All your 
quads tighten up and as soon as they do, you can 
hardly walk -1 thought I was gonna fall over." 

Despite the pain, the team is looking forward to the 
nationals, he said, noting that they were drawn as a 
wild card for last year’s competition, but it was in 
Montreal, so they decided not to go.
